or MULTI ENGINE TURBIN E-POWER ED 
TRANSPORT AIRPLANES FOR WHICH TYPE 
CERTIFICATES HAVE NOT BEEN ISSUED 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautic* 
Board at its office in Washington. D C.. 
on the 22d day of July 1958. 

Special Civil Air Regulation No. SR- 
425, adopted by the Board on June 20. 
1958, authorizes air carriers holding 
Part 40. 41. or 42 air carrier operating 
certificates to conduct crew training, 
service testing, and simulated air car¬ 
rier operations in provisionally certifi¬ 
cated turbine-powered transport cate¬ 
gory airplanes. The Board's objective 
in adopting SR-425 was to provide a 
means whereby air carriers could con¬ 
duct crew training and obtain as much 
experience as possible in ground han¬ 
dling. maintenance, and flight of these 
transports prior to their introduction 
into commercial service. 

The Board did not specifically extend 
these operating privileges to the manu¬ 
facturers under SR-425 as it assumed 
that training of the personnel of air car¬ 
riers who were purchasing new trans¬ 
ports would be conducted in experimen¬ 
tally certificated aircraft as had been 
the custom In the past. However, recent 
administrative and regulatory interpre¬ 
tations have cast doubt on the 
of such operations under existing 
authority. 

To clarify the Board’s intent on this 
point, section III of SR-425A has been 
worded so as to make it clear that the 
manufacturer may provide training 
air carrier personnel in provisional!! 
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certificated airplanes which are under 
the operational control of the air carrier 
or in such airplanes which arc under 
the operational control of the manu¬ 
facturer. 

The other provisions of SH-425A arc 
identical to SR-425 and require no 
further discussion at this time. 

In view of the foregoing, SR-425A is 
being promulgated to continue the au¬ 
thority to permit the provisional certi¬ 
fication and operation of multiengine 
turbine-powered airplanes and spe¬ 
cifically permits manufacturers who hold 
a provisional type certificate for o multi- 
engine turbine-powered airplane to con¬ 
duct crew training, service testing, and 
related operations In airplanes so certif¬ 
icated. 

Since this special regulation merely 
clarifies 6R-425 and Imposes no addi¬ 
tional burden on any person, notice and 
public procedure hereon are unneces¬ 
sary. and this regulation may be made 
effective on less than 30 days' notice. 

In consideration of the foregoing, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board hereby makes 
and promulgates the following Special 
Civil Air Regulation, effective July 22, 
1953:

(3) A log of flights conducted under this 
special regulation, and accurate and com¬ 
plete records of the Inspections made, shall 
be kept by each air carrier and made avail¬

This special regulation supersedes

and shall terminate on June 20. 1961, 
unless sooner superseded or rescinded by 
the Board.

PROMULGATION OF TRADE PRACTICE RULES 

Due proceedings having been held 
under the trade practice conference pro¬ 
cedure in pursuance of the Act of Con¬ 
gress approved September 26. 1914, as 
amended < Federal Trade Commission 
Act). and other provisions of law admin¬ 
istered by the Commission: 

It is now ordered . That the trade prac¬ 
tice rules as hereinafter set forth, which 
have been approved by the Commission 
in this proceeding, be promulgated as of 
July 25. 1958. 

Statement by the Commission. Trade 
practice rules for the Cut and Wire Tack 
Industry, as hereinafter set forth, aro 
promulgated by the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission under the trade practice confer¬ 
ence procedure. Such rules constitute 
a yevision of. and will supersede, the 
trade practice rules for the Cut and Wire 
Tack. Small Cut Nail, and Staple Indus¬ 
try as promulgated by the Commission 
bn August 31. 1931. and which appeared 
in the Code of Federal Regulations (16 
CFR Part 50) under the title “Cut Tack, 
Cut Nail, and Staple Industry.'* 

The industry for which these rules are 
established is comi>osed of persons, firms, 
corporations, and organizations engaged 


In the manufacture. Importation, sale, 
offering for sale, or distribtuion of cut 
tacks and wire tacks. (Thumb tacks are 
not included.) 

The rules are directed to the preven¬ 
tion and elimination of various unfair 
trade practices deemed to be violative of 
laws administered by the Commission 
They arc to be applied to such end and 
to the exclusion of any acts or practices 
which suppress competition or otherwise 
restrain trade. 

Proceedings leading to the establish¬ 
ment of these rules were Instituted upon 
application of the American Institute of 
Tack Manufacturers. During the course 
thereof proposed rules for the industry 
were published by the Commission and 
made available to all Industry members 
and other interested or affected parties 
upon public notice whereby they were 
afforded opportunity to present their 
views. Including such pertinent informa¬ 
tion. suggestions, or omcndmmt/, re¬ 
specting the rules as they desired to offer, 
and to be heard in the premises Pur¬ 
suant to such notice, a public hearing w as 
held in Washington, D. C., on June 2. 
1958. and all matters there presented, or 
otherwise received In the proceedings, 
were duly considered by the Commission 
Following such hearing, and upon full 
consideration of the entire matter, final 
action was taken by the Commission 
w hereby it approved the rules as herein¬ 
after set forth. 

Such rules become operative thirty 
(30) days from the date of promulgation. 

The rules. These rules promulgated 
by the Commission are designed to foster 
and promote the maintenance of fair 
competitive conditions in the Interest of 
protecting industry, trade, and the pub¬ 
lic. It is to this end. and to the exclusion 
of any act or practice which fixes or con¬ 
trols prices through combination or 
agreement, or which unreasonably re¬ 
strains trade or suppresses competition, 
or otherwise unlawfully injures, destroys 
or prevents competition, that the rules 
are to be applied.

5 50.6 Substitution o/ products. It is 
an unfair trade practice for a member 
of the Industry to make an unauthorized 
substitution of products, where such 
substitution has the capacity and tend¬ 
ency or effect of misleading or deceiving 
purchasers, by: 

<a) Shipping or delivering industry 
products which do not conform to 
samples submitted, to specifications (in

I 50.8 Deceptive invoicing . etc, It is 
an unfair trade practice for any member 
of the industry to issue Invoices, billings,

spective purchasers in any material re¬ 
spect. I Rule 8) 

J 50.9 Defamation of competitors or 
false disparagement of their products. 
The defamation of competitors by falsely 
Imputing to them dishonorable conduct, 
inability to perform contracts, question¬ 
able credit standing, or by other false 
representations, or the false disparage¬ 
ment of the products of competitors in 
any respect, or of their business methods, 
selling prices, values, credit terms, poli¬ 
cies, or services, Is an unfair trade prac¬ 
tice. (Rule 91 

5 50.10 Inducing breach of contract . 
(a > Knowingly inducing or attempting to 
induce the breach of existing lawful con¬ 
tracts between competitors and their 
customers or their suppliers, or inter¬ 
fering with or obstructing the perform¬ 
ance of any such contractual duties or 
services, under any circumstance having 
the capacity and tendency or effect of 
substantially injuring or lessening pres¬ 
ent or potential competition, is an unfair 
trade practice. 

(b) Nothing in this section Is Intended

It 1s an un¬ 
fair trade practice for any member of 
the industry to contract to' sell or sell 
any Industry product, or to fix a price 
charged therefor, or discount from, or 
rebate upon, such price, on the condi¬ 
tion. agreement, or understanding that 
the purchaser thereof shall not use or 
deal in the products of a competitor or 
competitors of such industry member, 
where the effect of such sale or contract 
for sale, or such condition, agreement, 
or understanding. T nay be substantially 
to lessen competition or tend to create 
a monopoly in any line of commerce. 
(Rule 151 

9 50.16 Consignment distribution. 
(a) It is an unfair trade practice for 
any member of the industry to employ 
the practice of shipping industry prod¬ 
ucts on consignment without the express 
request or prior consent of the pur¬ 
chasers. 

(b) It Is an unfair trade practice for 
any member of the Industry to employ 
the practice of shipping industry prod¬ 
ucts on consignment or pretended con¬ 
signment for the purpose and with the 
effect of artificially clogging or closing 
trade outlets and unduly restricting 
competitors* use of said trade outlets in 
getting their products to purchasers 
through regular channels of distribution, 
thereby Injuring, destroying, or prevent¬ 
ing competition or tending to create a 
monopoly or unreasonably to restrain 
trade.

5 50.17 Prohibited sales below cost. 
(a) The practice of selling products of 
the Industry at a price less than the cost 
thereof to the seller, with the purpose or 
intent, and where the effect Is, or where 
there is a reasonable probability that the 
effect will be. to substantially injure, 
suppress, or stifle competition or tend to 
create a monopoly, is an unfair trade 
practice. 

<b> This section Is not to be construed 
as prohibiting all sales below cost, but

only such selling below the seller’s cost 
as is resorted to and pursued with the 
wrongful Intent or purpose referred to 
and where the effect is, or where there 
Is reasonable probability that the effect 
wiU be, to substantially Injure, suppress, 
or stifle competition or to create a mo¬ 
nopoly. Among the situations in which 
the requisite purpose or intent would 
ordinarily be lacking are cases In which 
such sales were: <i> Made under Judi¬ 
cial process: or (2) made In bona flde 
discontinuance of business in the goods 
concerned. 

<c> As used In paragraphs (a) and 
<b> of this section the term “cost** means 
the respective seller's cost and not an 
average cost In the industry whether 
such average cost be determined by an 
industry cost survey or some other 
method. It consLsts of the total outlay 
or expenditure by the seller in the acqui¬ 
sition. production, and distribution of 
the products involved, and comprises all 
elements of cost such as labor, material, 
depreciation, taxes (except taxes on net 
income and such other taxes as are not 
properly applicable to cost), and general 
overhead expenses, incurred by the seller 
In the acquisition, manufacture, proc¬ 
essing. preparation for marketing, sale, 
and delivery of the products. Not to be 
included are dividends or Interest on 
borrowed or invested capital, or nonop¬ 
erating losses, such as fire losses and 
losses from the sale or exchange of cap¬ 
ital assets. Operating cost should not be 
reduced by items of nonoperating In¬ 
come, such as income from investments, 
and gain on the sale of capital assets. 

<d> Nothing in this section shall be 
construed as relieving an Industry mem¬ 
ber from compliance with any of the re¬ 
quirements of the Robinson-Patman Act.

■ The Inhibitions of this section are sub¬ 
ject to Public Law 642, approved July 14.

price differential, effects a discrimina¬ 
tion in price between different pur¬ 
chasers of goods of like grade and quality, 
where either or any of the purchases in¬ 
volved therein are in commerce, and 
where the effect thereof may be sub¬ 
stantially to lessen competition or tend 
to create a monopoly In any line of com¬ 
merce, or to injure, destroy, or prevent 
competition with any person who either 
grants or knowingly receives the benefit 
of such discrimination, or with customers 
of either of them: Provided, however: 

(1) That the goods Involved In any 
such transaction are sold for use, con¬ 
sumption, or resale within any place 
under the Jurisdiction of the United 
States, and are not purchased by schools, 
colleges, universities, public libraries, 
churches, hospitals, and charitable in¬ 
stitutions not operated for profit, as 
supplies for their own use; 

(2) That nothing contained in this 
paragraph shall prevent differentials 
which make only due allowance for dif¬ 
ferences in the cost of manufacture, sale, 
or dcUvery resulting from the differing 
methods or quantities in which such 
commodities are to such purchaser sold 
or delivered; 

Not*: Chat Justification under paragraph 
fa) of thia section depends upon net caving* 
In cost baaed on all facts relevant to tb# 
transactions under the terms of sub para¬ 
graph (2) of this paragraph. For example. 
If a seller regularly grunts a discount baaed 
upon the purchaso of a specified quantity by 
a single order for a single delivery, and this 
discount Is Justified by oo«t differences. It 
does not follow that the same discount csit 
be oast Justified If granted to a purchar<*r of 
the same quantity by multiple orders or for 
multiple deliveries.

<4> The price differentia] is not made 
in response to changing conditions af¬ 
fecting the market for or the market¬

Example No. 4. Terms of 2/10th pro*. are 
granted by an industry member to some 
customers on goods purchased by them from 
the industry member. Another customer or 
customers are. nevertheless, allowed to take a 
6 percent Instead of a 2 percent discount 
when making payment to the industry mem¬ 
ber within the time prescribed. 

Note: As previously Indicated, the fore¬ 
going are examples of practices to be con¬ 
sidered violative of the prohibitions of para* 
graph (a) of this section when involving 
goods of like grade and quality and when 
not subject to the other exemptions, exclu¬ 
sions, or defenses set forth In this paragraph. 

<c> Prohibited brokerage and com¬ 
missions; It is an unfair trade practice 
for any member of the Industry engaged 
in commerce, In the course of such com¬ 
merce. to pay or grant, or to receive or 
accept, anything of value os a commis¬ 
sion. brokerage, or other compensation, 
or any allowance or discount In lieu 
thereof, except for services rendered in 
connection with the sale or purchase of 
goods, wares, or merchandise, either to 
the other party to such transaction or to 
an agent, representative, or other in¬ 
termediary therein where such interme¬ 
diary Is acting in fact for or In behalf, or 
is subject to the direct or indirect con¬ 
trol. of any party to such transaction 
other than the person by whom such 
compensation is so granted or paid. 

<d) Prohibited advertising or promo¬ 
tional allowances, etc: It is an unfair 
trade practice for any member of the 
industry engaged in commerce to pay or 
contract for the payment of advertising 
or promotional allowances or any other 
thing of value to or for the benefit of a 
customer of such member in the course 
of such commerce as compensation or in 
consideration for any services or facili¬ 
ties furnished by or through such cus¬ 
tomer in connection with the processing 
handling, sale, or offering for sale of 
any products or commodities manufac¬ 
tured, sold, or offered for sale by such 
member, unless such payment or con¬ 
sideration U available on proportionally 
equal terms to all other customers com¬ 
peting in the distribution of such prod¬ 
ucts or commodities. 

Note 1: Industry members giving adver¬ 
tising allowances to competing customers 
must exercise precaution and diligence in 
seeing that all of such allowances are used 
In accordance wiih the terms of their offers. 

Note 2: When an Industry member gives 
allowances to competing customers for ad¬ 
vertising In a newspaper or periodical, the 
fact that a lower advertising rate for equiv¬ 
alent space is available to one or more, but 
not all. such customers, is not to be regarded 
by the Industry member as warranting the 
retention by such customer or customers of 
any portion of the allowance for his or their 
personal use or benefit. 

fe) Prohibited discriminatory services 
or facilities: It Is an unfair trade prac¬ 
tice for any member of the Industry en¬ 
gaged in commerce to discriminate in 
favor of one purchaser against another 
purchaser or purchasers of a commodity 
bought for resale, with or without proc¬ 
essing, by contracting to furnish or 
furnishing, or by contributing to the 
furnishing of, any services or facilities 
connected with the processing, handling, 
sale, or offering for sale of such com¬ 


modity so purchased upon terms not ac¬ 
corded to all competing purchasers on 
proportionally equal terms. 

Note: Set subsection (b) of section 2 of 
the Clayton Act as amended, which is set 
forth in the note following paragraph (f) 
of this section. 

ff) Inducing or receiving an illegal 
discrimination in price: It is an unfair 
trade practice for any member of the 
industry engaged in commerce, in the 
course of such commerce, knowingly to 
induce or receive a discrimination in 
price which is prohibited by the fore¬ 
going provisions of this section. 

Not*: Paragraph (f) of this section Is a 
restatement of section 2 (f) of the Clayton 
Act as amended. In a complaint proceeding 
under this section in order to make out a 
prlma facia violation, the Commission must 
show that the favored buyer induced or 
received the lower price knowing, or knowing 
facts rrom which he should have known, that 
such price was violative of section 2 (a) of 
said act and not justified under subpara¬ 
graph (2), ( 4 ). or (*) of paragraph (a) of 
this section. When. In any such proceedings, 
the Issue is limited to the question of 
whether the price differential Involved mode 
only due eUowAnce for differences in cost of 
manufacture, sole, or delivery resulting from 
the differing methods or qunntiUcs in which 
the goods were sold and delivered, the Com¬ 
mission may establish a prim* facie case lu 
a number of ways, including: 

(1) By showing that the buyer paying the 
lower price knew that the methods by. and 
quantities In. which the goods were sold and 
delivered to him by the seller were the same 
as In the case of the competing buyer or 
buyers paying the higher price or prices; or 

(2) By showing, when there U a difference 
In the methods or quantities In which the 
goods were sold and delivered by the soller 
to the buyer than In the case of the compet¬ 
ing buyer or buyers paying the higher price 
or prices, that the buyer paying the lower 
price or prices knew the nature and extent 
of such differences and knew or should have 
known that they could not have resulted in 
sufficient cost savings of the kind and 
character specified as to Justify the price 
differential. 

Not*: Section 50.10 Is based on the provi¬ 
sions of section 2 of the Clayton Act os 
amended by the Roblnson-Patman Act. 

Subsection |b) of section 2 of the Clayton 
Act as amended, which reads as follows. Is In 
amplification of the note to subparagraph 
16 ) of paragraph (a) of this rcctlon and of 
the note to paragraph (e> of this section: 

"Upon proof being made, at any hearing 
on a complaint under this section, that there 
has been discrimination in price or services 
of facilities furnished, the burden of rebut¬ 
ting the prlma fade case thus made by show¬ 
ing Justification shall be upon the person 
charged with a violation of this section, and 
unle&s Justification shall be affirmatively 
shown, the Commission is authorized to Issue 
an order terminating the discrimination:
